ing the winter may do so. In years before, one coach ^ 
calls together an all-star team which goes to Covina 
to become a club team. 

“We’re not going to do that this year. We want 
more kids to have a chance to play at home and we f, 
know that there will be at least 30 kids who want to 
play. We will fill up with Sierra Madre children first 
then open it up to Pasadena and Arcadia children,’’ 
Levoe explained to commission members. 

Giersbach said, “We wish that all children par¬ 
taking of the league feel they are a part of a fairly 
balanced team.” 

Discussion followed concerning the fact that 
this league could operate under the Little League 
umbrella with proper insurance coverage. 

Levoe agreed that there would be tryouts and 
that children would be chosen from Sierra Madre 
first. She said, “We already have signup days at the 
Sierra Madre Recreation Center: Saturdays, Aug. 29 
and Sept. 5, from 9 a.m. until 1 p.m. 

Ages of children are 10, 11, 12, 13 and 14.

monastery grounds and 
architecture daily on our 
early morning walks, my 
wife and I fully appre¬ 
ciate the views of our 
local preservationist groups 
as well as the equally im¬ 
portant economic priori¬ 
ties and operating con¬ 
straints currently imposed 
on the Passionist com¬ 
munity. 

Approaching this dil¬ 
emma from my viewpoint 
as a retired industrial fa¬ 
cilities development engin¬ 
eer, wouldn’t it be well 
worth exploring carefully 
the idea of retaining and 
rehabilitating the chapel, 
bell tower and some 
rooms to a point, say, 
about 25 feet east of the 
main south entrance? Then, 
demolish everything east¬ 
ward of that point - rough¬ 


ly half of the total 
structure. At the east end 
of the remaining struct¬ 
ure, a small architectural¬ 
ly compatible addition 
could be built to house 
a new kitchen, refectory 
and other service require¬ 
ments. It could be aes¬ 
thetically very pleasing; 
especially with large trees 
and gardens developed 
over the demolition area. 

It seems to us that this 
approach would satisfy 
our historical preservation 
groups with retention of 
the most highly visible 
architectural assets of the 
monastery; yet, provide the 
Passionist community 
with the greatly reduced 
facility size they require 
- all at what would appear 
to be an acceptable cost. 
Hopefully, exploration of 
compromise will calm our 
emotions and allow crea¬ 
tive thinking to evolve a 
winning solutin for every¬ 
one concerned.

And what self-respecting household could be 
without the standard department store credit 
cards? Bullocks, Robinson’s, Broadway, etc., 
etc. Don’t forget the gasoline cards...his and 
hers...this IS Southern California, you know. 
Well, by the time most young couples have seen 
winter rains a few times, they are not holding 
off a few wolves but unholy packs of them. 
Their unspoken but frequently used litany runs 
something like, “Thank God, for minimum 
payments.” Yeah, they seem to provide a res¬ 
pite of sorts, but they are nothing more than 
a slow bleeding that, allowed to continue, re¬ 
sults in financial death. 

Very few of these sufferers spend much time 
analyzing what is happening each month (and 
year). With just two bank cards nearing maxi¬ 
mum limits they are kicking out close to $25(X) 
in payments, only about $650 of which goes to 
principal. 

The interest rates for most major bank cards 
range between 15.90 percent and 20.90 percent 
and department store cards are in the same 
range. All of this should alert us to the fact 
that some of the thieves in our midst wear 
suits. If the word thief seems too strong for 
some of you, perhaps capitalizing on ignorance 
is a better tone for tshis. And if ignorance is 
the central problem, maybe it’s time for some 
clever person with graphics and language skills 
to give our young people a visual sideshow on 
finances they will never forget. 


You know, we have church groups that help 
our young people keep morally straight, and 
ahtletic programs to keep them physically strong. 
I lament the fact that there isn’t much help avail¬ 
able to keep them economically safe. They, like 
many of us it seems, are destined to walk the 
initially appealing but danger-ridden path of the 
modern consumer. It’s a plastic path...shiny, 
but hard on the edges. 

It all starts out innocently enough. A feeling 
of independence and power. A card which 
states that the holder can spend up to $5(X)0. 
And, initially, the attitude toward the use of 
the card is sober and sensible. “We’ll use it 
only when we have to...and pay it off each 
month.” But then comes the trip to Hawaii... 
the cash runs short and the card balance hovers 
around six or seven hundred. A month or two 
later, Christmas looms over us...the balance 
climbs to four figures. Once this occurs, the 
rests comes easy. When the figure stops hover¬ 
ing and settles near the limit line, the “mini¬ 
mum payment” is viewed as a way to keep them 
“off our backs” and, of course, to keep the 
“good old credit rating.” 

1 forgot to mention that these cards usually 
come in paris...Visa and Mastercard, or similar 
combinations. When one is able to keep the 
wolves off with minimum payments, it’s easy 
to reason that having a second card could be 
sensible “in case of emergencies.”

Letters from home A 


"People arc losing their jobs. The economy 
is in the pits and voters are fed up with politics 
as usual - classic ingredienu for the moody blues." 

That’s the lead setttence of a front page news 
story in the daily big paper. It really tells what 
that newspaper believes because it has been 
preaching gloom so long. 

But woe is the paper. Three-fourths of 
the people polled see themselves as upbeat or very 
upbeat. Only seven percent said they were de¬ 
pressed (about matching the unemployment 
figure). 

The pollster said he couldn’t explain the 
results. Apparently he doesn’t believe his own 
poll if it doesn’t agree with his preconceived 
notion! 

So the newspaper contacted a psychiatrist. 
He said the people Just i^ain lied. His omniscience 
apparently rises from his firm belief that 10 to 


20 percoit of the population is always "Overtly, 
obviously depressed.’’ They arc his patients. 

I don’t think 1 will ever visit his office. You 
see. I’m normally a very happy fellow, and I 
don’t want to be changed. 

Back to the pollster. He says “ignorance 
is bliss.” Why? Thirty-five percent of news¬ 
paper readers say they are upbeat compared 
with 44 percent who didn’t read. 

Of course, it could be something else, too: 
good news doesn’t sell daily papers. So papers 
sell bad news. 

You have noted how restful it is to be away 
from news for a few days.... 

What the story really says is no one is sup¬ 
posed to be happy or upbeat. But they say they 
are. And the newspaper adds, “We still have 
work to do.” 

The poll, its authors say, has a margin of 
error of plus or minus four percent.

DELTA OF VENUS 
Anais Nin 

A few weeks ago, Phyllis Chapman profiled 
one of Sierra Madre’s more infamous residents, 
Anais Nin. “Delta of Venus,” is a collection of 
erotica that, according to Nin, “became a road 
to sainthood rather than debauchery.” Ordered 
to “leave out the poetry,” Nin nonetheless in¬ 
fused these highly erotic stories with beautiful 
language and sensual details that overwhelm 
the senses. Some may view these works as ob¬ 
scene and pornographic, and many topics are 
discussed so frankly that they may even be taboo 


for some readers, but Nin handles her material 
straightforwardly and with a decidedly feminine 
view. As she states, “...women...have never 
separated sex from feeling, from love of the 
whole man.”

Ask Dr. Tami... 


Question: At what age can I ‘ 
begin to take my dog out for runs 
with me when I go jogging? 


Answer; All dogs need exercise in order to help stay 
healthy. The medium to large breed dogs (eg. Beagles or 
Terrier size up to Labradors, Shepards etc. are built to 
withstand continuous running when jogging distances. 
Generally, smaller breeds (Dachshunds, Yorkshires, etc.) 
and certain medium size breeds (Bassets, Bulldog, Pugs, 
etc.) are simply not built to run continous long distances 
In general, most animals should not go on long routine 
daily “pavement pounding" runs until they have reached 
their mature height. Most medium to large dogs (not giant 
breeds) skeletally mature around 12 months of age. Con¬ 
tinuous trauma to joint surfaces, or precipitate potential 
orthopedic growth problems into a lameness situation. 
Young growing dogs would benefit most by letting them 
run in a grassy area on their on initiative. Save the long 
distance runs until your dog has reached full height, and 
begin gradually and work slowly into longer distances.

Bev and Dodie Morani 
had a memorahle summer 
trip that took them across 
the United States to Buf¬ 
falo, N. Y .. for the first 
International Canal Society 
meeting. most of you 

know, Bev is a lecturer 
on the world canals and 
he and Dollie have traveled 
the world, enjoying inves¬ 
tigating canals. He was 
one of the speakers this 
year. Because their trip 
sounded so interesting, we 
asked them to write it up 
for everyone to enjoy. Ed.

We left Sierra Madre 
on a pleasant Sunday. 
June 7 in our RV and 
with our dog, Snowy. 
After a warm night in Las 
Vegas we started a long 
and good trip that took us 
7500 miles and through 
18 states, some more than 
once. 

This trip across the 
United States into upstate 
New York is something 
every American should 


have to enjoy. What a 
wonderful country! We 
really had coolish weather 
the entire seven weeks ex¬ 
cept for two days in the 
area of Louisville. Ky. 
and from mid-Utah home. 
We used the air condition¬ 
er only from Utah to home. 

Utah is a beautiful state 
with its red cliffs and green 
scrub and trees, as well as 
a little snow on high east¬ 
ern mountains. In Park 
City, we saw whole sec¬ 
tions of new building. 
This famous ski area has 
been found to be as de¬ 
lightful in the summer as 
winter. 

Going through Rock 
Springs, Wyo., we were 
tempted to re-visit Flam¬ 
ing Gorge Dam and Lake, 
but we kept straight on 
driving so we would meet 
friends in Buffalo. This 
was the coolest trip across 
the U.S. both ways we 
have ever made. 

The main reason for 
this trip was to attend the 
first International Canal

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Society meeting in Buf¬ 
falo. Members of the 
American Canal, Canadi¬ 
an Canal Society and 32 
members of the Inland 
Waterways Associated 
Group from England were 
having this meeting. We 
belong to all these groups 
and knew about half of 
those attending. Bev was 
one of the speakers at the 
meetings. His topic was 
“Why We Should Restore 
Our Canals.” The meetings 
went for four days. Then 
the TWA group from En¬ 
gland continued its tour 

We traveled Interstates 
80 and 90 all the way to 
New York. We were right 
in style, as we stayed three 
days in Barcelona - New 
York state, not Spain! 
This is a favorite stop 
along Lake Erie and less 
than 80 miles from Buf¬ 
falo, our main objective. 

With Bev’s interest in 
canals, we had several 
short stops after crossing 
the Mississippi River. We 
visited a delightful park 
and tourist center relating 
to the now disused Hen¬ 
nepin Canal that was ac¬ 
tive early this century, 
carrying freight between 
the Illinois and Mississ¬ 
ippi Rivers. 

We usually stayed in 
KOA Campgrounds (Kamp- 
grounds of America). 
We find they are especial¬ 
ly neat and clean, and all 
of the same general plan. 
Even at that we found 
some differences. Some 
had weekend pancake 
breakfasts, another had 
free hot dogs, hamburgers 
and beans with all the 
fixings, another had live 
entertainment. Later we 
again had free hot dogs 
and cokes at the Corning 
Glass Museum in Coming, 
N.Y. 

The joint Canal Societies 
had interesting meetings 
at the Radisson Hotel in 
Buffalo. The Canadian 
Canal Society entertained 
the group with a tour of 
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the Welland Canal and 
boat ride onto Lake On¬ 
tario. Some of us with the 
IWA group visited Niagara 
Falls. It was drizzly and 
the temperature was in the 
mid-40s. 

After four days in Buf¬ 
falo, the English group 
took a five-day trip on 
the present Erie Canal. 
Their boat, Emita II, served 
all of their meals but they 
stayed in hotels. We had 
a delightful evening with 
them in Rochester. We 
were all entertained for 
an evening tour reception 
to the Canal Museum in 
Syracuse. 

Leaving our friends to 
continue their boat ride 
we explored the areas 
Lake Michigan. 

We stayed in hotels, 
with friends, KOAs, state 
and county, as well as pri¬ 
vate campgrounds. We 
even “free camped” in 
truck stops and motel 
parking lots, and had to 
be pulled out of the grassy 
mud area of our camp in 
Illinois. Yes, we had rain 
but that was mostly at 


night; however, it was an 
unusually cool trip, as I 
have said. 

On our return through 
Minnesota and Wiscon¬ 
sin, we were really im¬ 
pressed with the neat and 
prosperous farms. 

it took us nearly a week 
to get through the state of 
South Dakota. There is 
so much to see - but that 
will have to be another 
article. 

We also visited a really 
new museum, Chittenan- 
go Canal Dock Museum. 
It was officially opened 
on July 4. Here, quite 
by chance, an early dry 
dock has been uncovered. 

Another museum de¬ 
picting the early Erie Canal 
period is Camillus. Here 
is a period-type store and 
another boat ride, this 
time being on an antique- 
type motor boat to an 1844 
Nine Mile Creek Aque¬ 
duct. 

It is good to see that 
people are interested in 
preserving our early his¬ 
tory of canal transporta¬ 
tion. 


Speaking of boat trips, 
we had a delightful after¬ 
noon on the rivers around 
Pittsburgh, Pa. This was 
our first visit to this city 
and we were most favor¬ 
ably impressed. We also 
had another ride on the 
Belie of Louisville. This 
is a sternwheeler on the 
Ohio River. 

Our next boat ride was 
on another period-type 
sternwheeler on the Miss¬ 
issippi River at La Crosse, 
Wise. Our last boat ride 
was around Chicago. This 
was an interesting ride 
on the Chicago River along 
the skyscrapers, through 
the one lock and out into 
around New York State’s 
Finger Lakes for several 
days. They are all beau¬ 
tiful. In this general area 
we explored several early 
canal areas. In Rome, 
N.Y., we revisited the 
Erie Canal Village which 
is an interesting restored 
canal town complete with 
its horse-drawn boat ride 
on a section of the early 
Erie Canal.

Sierra Madre City Council decided at last 
week’s meeting to form an ad hoc economic 
development committee, following a proposed joint 
meeting of the Main Street Chamber of Commerce. 
The meeting with Main Street will probably take 
place at the end of this month. 

Mayor Gary Adams suggested that staff should 
“bring back the status (of proposed projects) and 
recommend funding of one or more of the six possi¬ 
ble projects in Sierra Madre.” 

At that meeting, councilmembers discussed im¬ 
proving the infrastructure of three parking lots and 
discussed converting Kersting Court into a “motor 
court,” costing $100,000 for “four or five ad¬ 
ditional parking spaces,” said City Administrator 
Jim McRea. 

Windsor Lane is the second street to be recon¬ 
figurated.“We could turn it into an alley, using cob¬ 
blestone or paving like in the Mariposa Parking 


lot,” McRea suggested. 

McRea said, “All will be funded by the CRA. 
The agency has less than $1 million.” 

He pointed out, also, that Sierra Engineering 
property, located on Montecito Ave., is up for sale 
and that site includes both sides of the street, north 
and south. 

“It’s in the Colvin Trust,” he explained, and 
suggested that an ad hoc committee would actively 
look at what needs to be done about obtaining the 
property, if possible. 

“You could easily exhaust less than $1 million 
on that,” he pointed out. 

The ad hoc committee would be comprised of 
two representataives of the Main Street Chamber, 
one business or property owner, two community 
members, one councilmember and one city staff 
liaison.

Council still worries about shortfall 


At last Tuesday’s City Council meeting, City 
Administrator Jim McRea said,“I’m convinced we 
will lose $400,000 to $600,000 out of the general 
fund.” 

He was referring to the possibility that the state 
might choose to withhold money usually returned to 
cities — property taxes and redevelopment funds. 

Senator Frank Hill and Assemblyman Phil 
Isenberg sent a proposal concerning the problem, to 
cities, and, of course. Sierra Madre received the epis¬ 
tle. 

Among the components in the proposal are the 
following: 

A shift of property tax (AB8) from local 
government to schools over a three-year period 
“with replacement revenues to be negotiated”; 

A shift of $300 million from redevelopment 
agencies to schools; 

No new taxes; 

No rollover of the budget deficit; and 


Reductions in state programs, higher education, 
health and welfare programs, and special fund pro¬ 
gram cuts. 

McRea explained that Isenberg has indicated 
that AB8 property taxes should be a shift away from 
the cities; however. Hill supports Gov. Pete 
Wilson’s position on the AB8 property tax shift 
which excludes cities from the shift. 

Sierra Madre may sutfer if funds are shifted 
away from redevelopment agencies. It would mean a 
reduction of property taxes going to cities. There is a 
proposal to shift some of the 20 percent housing set- 
aside money from the redevelopment agencies to 
schools. The Hill-Isenberg proposal set its target for 
the redevelopment shift at $300 million; however, 
this amount could be increased to $400 millioiv. 

Sierra Madre’s general fund of $4.5 million 
could lose as much as 15 percent because of these 
potential cutbacks. This 15 percent would impact all 
of Sierra Madre’s services and pug’ams.

to the intersection non¬ 
stopping driving public. 
I found that about 80 oer- 
cent of the drivers did not 
make a stop at stop signed 
intersections. I made this 
survey on the corner of 
Sunnyside Ave. and Sierra 
Madre Blvd. I timed in 
30-minute intervals. 

I found that even though 
there is a stop sign at all 
four of the above stops, 
80 percent of the drivers 
did not stop. Slowing 
down to a crawl at a stop 
signed intersection is not 
stopping as we all know. 
Yet this is what I found. 
The 80 percent plus that 
would not stop, slowed 
down to various speeds, 
but nevertheless, they 
did not come to a full 
traffic law sto^\ 

Years ago, we used to 
have a Volunteer Police 
Department, like the Sierra 
Madre Volunteer Fire De¬ 
partment. What happened 
to that very good idea? 
Right now, at this very 
moment, we could call on 
the Sierra Madre Volun¬ 
teer Police Department 
to help make this “not 
stopping at a stop sign re¬ 
search.” 

In as much as Sierra 
Madre Police Department 
does not have a volunteer 
unit anymore, I am quite 
sure that Sierra Madre 
citizens will be glad to 
make the research if the 
Police Department will 
advertise for some volun¬ 
teers. I will be very glad 
to volunteer for this kind 
of duty. I am sure that 
the Police Department 
will be delighted to have 
Sierra Madre City Council 
members on this volun¬ 
teer unit. 


Have you ever stood 
at an intersection in Sierra 
Madre and watched how 
many bicycle riders go 
through a stop siened in¬ 
tersection? 1 have done 
this and 1 found that the 
number going ttirough a 
stop signed intersection 
without stopping is nearly 
100 percent. 

When we do this re¬ 
search, be sure that you 
stand behind a car where 
the motorist cannot see 
you or will not notice 
what you are doing. Al¬ 
so you could stand back 
by on a lawn or behind 
the trees and bushes. 

There are many ways 
that Sierra Madre could 
make a good count of 
drive-through drivers at 
intersections. As soon as 
it is well known that we 
are on a search for this 
kind of driving, it will 
stop, especially if tickets 
are given out for this type 
of poor “I don’t care 
driving.” We Sierra 
Madre citizens will be glad 
to save thousands of city 
dollars by volunteering 
for this non-stop research.

Arboretum states position 
on peafowl number control 


Peafowl population con¬ 
trol has been discussed at 
several recent meetings of 
the Arcadia City Council. 
At the meeting two weeks 
ago there was some spec¬ 
ulation as to what the Los 
Angeles State and County 
Arboretum was doing re¬ 
garding peafowl in the 
public garden. 

in response. John Pro- 
vine, deputy director and 
Arboretum superintendent, 
defined the Arboretum’s 
position in written com¬ 
munication last week. 

He said that the Arbore¬ 
tum believes that there 
should be a limit to the 
number of peafowl on the 

good ot me peacocks and 
for the good of our visit¬ 
ers." 

“The position of the 
Arboretum is that the 
population density should 
be such that there are 
adequate numbers of pea¬ 
fowl available for public 


viewing, but not to the 
extent that the population 
will detract from the pub¬ 
lic’s enjoyment of our bo¬ 
tanical features or cause 
undue damage to plant 
material,’’ Provine said. 

In the last six months, 
64 birds out of an esti¬ 
mated population of sev¬ 
eral hundred have been 
relocated, mostly from 
areas in the garden that 
have suffered the most 
damage from peafowl. 
The birds have been re¬ 
located to rural areas 
where the owners have 
had sufficient acreage to 
support the requested 
birds, according to Pro¬ 
vine. He also said that 
tl \rborcturr. does not 
receive any payment or 
compensation for the re¬ 
located ciius but that the 
recipients do pay shipping 
charges. 

In June, an incentive 
was paid to employees 
who closed the door on 
the Arboretum’s only 


cage when a peafowl was 
observed inside. A total 
of 44 of the 64 relocated 
peafowl were captured 
under this incentive plan, 
which was discontinued 
as soon as the population 
density in the affected 
area was reduced to the 
point where peacocks were 
no longer causing substan¬ 
tial damage to plant 
material, added Provine. 

“In summary, it is our 
goal and our intention to 
seek a healthy balance 
between our obligation to 
display horticulture and 
our objective to preserve 
wildlife. Both of these 
features are important to 
the continued success of 
the Arboretum and the en¬ 
joyment of the visiting 
public,’’ concluded Pro- 


The Arcadia City Coun¬ 
cil is expected to continue 
its discussion of a peafowl 
population control plan 
at an upcoming meeting. 


Arboretum Plant Science 
Library open to public 


Whether it’s a need to 
landscape a patio, write a 
book, identify a bird or 
browse in a cool, quiet 
spot, the Los Angeles 
State and County Arbore¬ 
tum invites the public to 
visit its Plant Science Li¬ 
brary, where librarian Joan 
DeFato will assist with 
research and questions. 

DeFato, a resident of 
Burbank, has tended and 
expanded the Arboretum’s 
collection of books, per¬ 
iodicals and miscellaneous 
literature for the past 19 
years. The collection re¬ 
lating to horticulture and 
botany as well as other 
topics ranging from birds 
to California history now 
numbers at least 28,000 


The stacks in the Plant 
Science Library are not 
accessible to the public; 
however, books, many of 
them centuries old, may 
be enjoyed in the small 
reading room, and some 
films may be checked out 
for school use. 

When it was founded 
in 1948 by the California 
Arboretum Foundation, 
the reference library con¬ 
sisted mostly of donated 
books for Arboretum 
staff use only. When Los 
.Angeles County undertook 
the Arboretum’s admin¬ 
istration in 1953, volun¬ 
teers pioneered a major 
expansion of the library, 
and by 1957, readers were 
coming from near and far. 

Today, questions come 
in by mail and phone. 
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PLANT LIBRARY — Joan DeFato of Burbank, 
who is the plant science librarian at the Los 
Angeles State and County Arboretum, and 
volunteer Diane King of Arcadia, examine 
publications in the Plant Science Library. 


and DeFato answers them 
in the same manner. Ques¬ 
tions come from movie 
researchers checking the 
authenticity of plants for 
a film, from students do¬ 
ing assignments and from 
both interior and land¬ 
scape designers. 

DeFato says that her 
most memorable question 
came from a man who ar¬ 
rived with a melon-like 
seed in his fingers. He had 
received it, he said, from 
an alien from outer space 
and wanted help in identi¬ 
fying it. DeFato explained 
that Arboretum books 
dealt only with the planet 
Earth, and she recom¬ 
mended that he plant the 
seed to see what grew. 
She hasn’t seen him since. 

DeFato was chosen to 
run the LASCA library 
after 14 years as librarian 
for the Boyce Thompson 
Institute for Plant Re¬ 
search in Yonkers, New 
York, which does basic 
botanical research. 

She earned a degree in 
botany from Barnard 
College and a Master’s in 
Library Science from 
Columbia University. 

Volunteers complete 
the staff at the Plant Science 
Library, which is open to 
visitors Monday through 
Friday from 9 am. to 5 p.m.

of her left leg from a .34 
caliber revolver. The 
teenager said that he had 
threatened her often and 
that she was sure he meant 
to kill her when he threat¬ 
ened, “I’m going to take 
you out.’’ 


When she went to Arca¬ 
dia High School as a soph¬ 
omore two years ago, 
Grace Wabuke knew she 
wanted to become the stu¬ 
dent representative to the 
Arcadia Board of Educa¬ 
tion. And last spring, 
with the encouragement 
of the previous representa¬ 
tive, Anindita Dutta, and 
a successful election cam¬ 
paign, Wabuke was elected. 

She figures that she gets 
along well with adults and 
that she has had some 
leadership experience, 
which will help her in the 
new role. 

She is concerned about 
the cuts that the board 
has taken in music instruc¬ 
tion; however, she says 
that she realizes that there 
isn’t much that can be 
done given budget reduc¬ 
tions. She remembers 
that it was the school dis¬ 
trict’s music program 
that drew her family to 
Arcadia when she became 
an eighth grader at Foot¬ 
hills Junior High. 

Wabuke began playing 
the violin when she was a 
fourth grader in Minne¬ 
sota. This year she will be 
president of the AHS 
Orchestra.

Bradford Hack, MD, 
an orthopedic surgeon on 
staff at Methodist Hospi¬ 
tal, has donated a $20,000 
set of surgical instruments 
to the hospital. 

Hack and Glendale or¬ 
thopedic surgeon Phillip 


Merritt, MD, developed 
the specialized apparatus 
specifically for use in sur¬ 
gically implanting artifi¬ 
cial knees. 

According to Hack, 
“The instruments we de¬ 
veloped are less cumber-

some and have fewer 
pieces than prior devices. 
As a result, significantly 
less time is required for 
the surgery, 75-90 minutes, 
versus two to three hours 
undo- previous conditions.’’ 

In addition to time sav¬ 
ings, Hack notes that the 
new instruments also are 
more precise. “We are 
able to more accurately 
align the artificial knee, 
which results in a better 
functioning, longer last¬ 
ing implant.’’ 

Hack personally per¬ 
forms 50-60 artificial 
knee implants a year, while 
some 150,000 patients re¬ 
quire the surgery each year 
in the United States. 

Dr. Hack, who has prac¬ 
ticed in Arcadia since 1985, 
currently is working in 
conjunction with Dr. 
Merritt to develop im¬ 
proved surgical instru¬ 
ments to be used in rela¬ 
tion to artificial hip im¬ 
plantation. The new de¬ 
vices are slated for com¬ 
pletion within the next 
two years. 


Cyclist dies from drug overdose 


Erik Goyette, a 
23-year-old resident of 
San Gabriel, died of 
heart failure, possibly in¬ 
duced by a narcotic over¬ 
dose, according to a 
report from the Arcadia 
Police Department.

Following a short pur¬ 
suit, Goyette and 
another male adult 
passenger on the motor¬ 
cycle were detained for 


investigation of reckless 
driving and evading ar¬ 
rest. At the time of 
detention, the pursuing 
officer suspected that 
Goyette was under the 
influence of a controlled 
substance and in need of 
medical attention for a 


minor arm injury. 

Goyette was placed in 
the intensive care unit at 
the hospital, where he 
died of complications 
resulting from an ap¬ 
parent drug overdose, 
according to the police 
report.

It has been calculated 


by a traffic accident re¬ 
construction specialist 
with the Arcadia PD that 
the vehicle was traveling 
between 99-122 miles an 
hour when it hit a curb 
going westbound on Hunt¬ 
ington Dr. and that it was 
going in excess of 60 miles 
an hour when it hit the 
light pole on the driver’s 
side. 

Witnesses saw the four 
people get into the Lexus 
at a restaurant on Santa 
Anita in Arcadia and re¬ 
port that the driver had 
been drinking.
